At Bui la rat theca was during ilic past 
quarter a depression in mining matters,

tl It is worth recording, 11 says u Bendigo 
qiapcr, “ that kerosene is etHcacious .in 
■many instances of vermin poison ; and in 
this hot weather, when reptiles uro usually 
riively, the antidote should always be ap- 
plied, The curing properties of kerosrno 
were tested with complete success one day 
'last week by a daughter of Mr Be res ford, 
1 hillock Crock, who happened to place her 
-.hand accidentally over a scorpion, which im- 
mediately hit her on the palm. Feeling the 
ipalin, Miss 11 ores ford concluded that there 
-was something there that ought not to be, 
:nud she unflinchingly crushed the vermin 
difdoss. The pain of the wound begun to 
'•Hart hither and thither, and kerosene was 
applied, which gave instant relief, and nob 
a trace of the wound could be found on 
ft he following morning.” 

A most disgraceful movement at Sydney 
Oiits been a proposal to hold ti festivo meet- 
ing at Clonbirf (where the attempt was 
•made to murder tho lViucc), to A'hich a 
number of Irishmen were invited last 
month, who a few weeks ago wore State 
^prisoners. A circular was read in various 
JftotMiin Catholic chapels in Sydney, stating 

♦ that the men who had proposed the meet- 
ing were doing all they could to discredit 

- the Roman Catholic faith and honour, and 

• calling upon members of the Homan Catho- 
lic Church to hold themselves aloof. Tho 

■ outrage upon, decency, however, was pre- 
vented by the Government, who prohibited 
tho demonstration. 



This episode in the night life of Mel 
bourne, as described by a local paper, sug- 
gests many a lesson : — Not long since, one 
- of tho flashes t of tho demi-monde of Mel- 
bourne was seized with a mortal sickness. 
During her illness conscience was at work, 
and she unceasingly longed for the rites of 
matrimony to make lier an liortest woman, 
to use the expression of the unfortunates. 
A brute, who lived on the poor girl’s earn- 
ings, to satisfy her scruples married her 
in the evening. During the night hei ill- 
ness rapidly increased, and before morning 
she died. Immediately upon hearing of 
her death, the husband of the poor creature 
went to her residence and literally stripped 
the corpse of jewellery and clothing, and 
then abandoned tho place to any comer. 
Eventually tho frail sisterhood subscribed 
among themselves to give the corpse a 
decent burial, while the spoiler of the dead 
refused to disgorge any of his prey for the 
purpose. 

A Hamilton journal states that a strange 
incident occurred lately at Mr M‘KeIlaiTs 
Strathkellow station, on which are some 
deer running. It seems that a fine buck, 
by rubbing his antlers against the fence, 
had succeeded in removing some palings, 
and escaped from his enclosure through the 
aperture so made. James Catton, the gar- 
dener, went up to the animal, which was 
usually very quiet, aud had succeeded in 
placing his hand upou him. The stag sud- 
denly turned on him, and ripped the poor 
fud low’s stomach in a frightful manner. 
^George Lindsay, the groom, who was on 
horseback at tho time, came up to render 
assistance, and for that purpose dismounted 
from his horse. The buck then attacked 
him, and plunged his antlers into his left 
abreast above the heart, penetrating a couple 
• of inches. Had not the groom managed 
to scramble on to his horse and gallop 
away, worse might havo befallen him, for 
the stag was preparing to renew the attack, 
and chased him some distance. On getting 
off his horse, Lindsay found there had been 
considerable loss of blow! from Ids wound. 
Both men, although confined to their beds, 
.are progressing towards recovery. 



The best summary wo have sccn of Mrs 
•Stowe’s charge is given by tho, London 
corros|>omlcnt of tho Sydney Morning 
Herald , who writes of it in tho following 
terms “ A new * sensation’ lias recently 
risen up. Mrs Beecher Stowo, the autho- 
ress of * Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ a thrilling 
tide of negro life, &c., has written, in a 
recent number of Macmillan’s Magazine, 
an article professing to be the true history 
of the life of Lord ilyron. Him founds her 
statements upon some intimacy with tho 
late Lady Byron, and an alleged written 
statement given to her by the same to 
read, and which she says alio did read, 
whilst in a state of great excitement, some 
thirteen years ago, and returned to Lady 
Byron. Upon this slender foundation 
Mrs Stowe says that the true cause of the 
separation of Jjord and Lady Byron was 
the knowledge possessed by the latter that 
her husband was currying on an incestuous 
intercourse with Ids half-sister Augusta. 
The mutter has been the chief subject qf 
private conversation every where, and Mrs 
Stowo is condemned for her sensational 
article, and her want of taste and decency, 
as well as breach of confidence. Defenders 
of Lonl Byron have sprung up in all direc- 
tions, but the stab and its sting cannot be 
wholly removed. The lawyers of Lady 
Byron and her' family say that under her 
will all papers, of every kind, have been 
scalevl up and placed in- the hands of trus- 
tees. 

The AuslmListan, in a long and able re- 
view of the subject, remarks : — “The very 
statement of the charge against Lord Byron 
is its best confutation. Profligate, daring, 
unscrupulous, as tho man is admitted to 
have been, lie must havo been something 
more than a fiend to have done what was 
charged against him. 3 fc must have been 
a fool, of a folly incompatible with any 
perfection in wickedness. Wc need hardly 
ask whether tho story is credible. We 
ask, Is it even consistent witli itself? Docs 
it hold together by its parts? Let us con- 
sider what it is wc arc asked to believe. 
The subject of Mt« Beecher Stowo’s- hor- 
rible calumny is Augusta,. Byron’s half- 
sister, bom some six or seven years before 
himself, and therefore, at the period in 
question (1815) a mature woman of some 
thirty-three or thirty-four years of ago. 
(Byron himself was born in 1788.) Sim 
was married at this time to Colonel Leigh, 
and was the mother of several children. 
Up to the publication of Mrs Stowe's ar- 
ticle, not a single whisjKn - Kail ever been 
breathed of any undue intimacy between 
the brother and sister, although many pens 
have been employed by his enemies to rake 
up matter of accusation against Bvron. 
The whole tenor of his known intccPour.se 
with his sister is opposed to tho idea of 
any incostuous connexion. The prurient 
imagination of the American authoress has 
indeed discovered hints and allusions to 
the filthy crime in some of Byron’s poems, 
but we doubt whether there arc half-urriozcn 
other intelligent persons in the world, men 
or women, who could read * Manfred’ or 
1 Cain’ in such a light. The direct refer- 
ences made in Lord Byron’s poems are 
among the most touching and beautiful 
things in his works, and wc cannot envy 
the soul of the creature who can conceive 
the idea of incest in such lines as these : — 



The latest advices from Queensland state 
that Charles Finder ic, George Palmer, and 
John Williams, the murderers of the gold- 
buyer (Mr Halligan), were executed at 
Rockhampton on the 21th ult. Palmer 
went to his doom silently, aud witli appa- 
rent resignation. Williams jicrsisted to 
the bust in proclaiming his innocence. In 
his dying speech he invoked curses on the 
heads of the judge, the jury, and tho wit- 
nesses — in fact on all who had been in- 
strumental in procuring bis condemnation. 
The scene is said to have been terrific, A 
storm was raging. Tho light uing flashed, 
tho thunder rolled, the tropical rain de- 
scended in torrents, as the unhappy wretch 
- — -the halter around his nock — poured forth 
his vehement denunciations. Even after 
the cap was ad justed, the voice of Williams, 
strong and determined, was again heard 
through it, saying, ‘‘Justice will yot be 
done to me in the world. I leave you my 
death, and the shame -of it.” Tho execu- 
tioner drew the bolt, and two of the mur- 
derers of Patrick Ilalligan were launched 
into eternity.

With reference to the sister of Lord 
Byron, upon whom Mrs Stowe has at- 
tempted to cast so foul a blot, tho Athonauun 
observes : — “ So long as nothing is proved 
of what has been asserted, a reservation of 
judgment is the merest justice to the 
parties implicated. Tho memory of one 
of them- — -Mrs Leigh — is sacred in the 
hearts of her two daughters, by whom she 
was as fondly loved when living as . she is 
now revered being dead. Her retired, 
gentle, pure, and modest life when she re- 
sided — by favour, we believe, of Queen 
Adelaide — in Bb. James’s Palace, is still a 
cherished theme with surviving friends 
God help those daughters for whom sym- 
pathy alone will not suffice ! Wc refrain 
from inserting correspondence on this mat- 
ter, the writers, for tho most part, com- 
municating only their opinions and con- 
victions. We wait for light ; and we sin- 
cerely wish that the commercial atmosphere 
did not closely envelope tho relation. We 
aro ready to believe in Mis Stowe’s high 
principles, and wo hopo to hear from her 
a denial that sho has touched honorarium 
for the story sho has told. Wo arc quite 
sure she holds, with all moralists, that 
cold unworthily earned loaves a stuin in- 
delible*. 1 "

ii # W r^olteduu , 1620 . A? ( V 

_• Amongst some of the recent additions 
to the Museum of ’Antiquities in- connec- 
tion with-, the Sydney- Univcr.sity^-fra r 
quontlyilosiguntodirt honour of its Founder 
the “ Nicholsoninn Museum" — aro two 
very interestin'; objects connected with the 
curliest history of Australia. Tho first of 
theso is a much wont her- worn broken dram 
glass, about two inches and three-quarters 
high, and tapering towards the base, where 
the glass is unusually thick. It is orna- 
mented with flowers and a series of festoons, 
cut deep into tho glass, around tho outer 
rim. The other object is a massive and 
highly ornamented sword belt buckle, of 
bronze, partially gilt, about six inches 
long and two inches and a half wide. These 
remarkable objects were both found not 
long ago (hyCapt, Stokes, IL.N., of II.M.’s 
surveying ship Beagle), on one of tho Al- 
brohiiH, also called Houtman’s (.roup, 
a small cluster of rocky barren islands, 
about 200 miles oIT the const of Western 
Australia,, a little to the north of wiiat is 
now known ns the mouth of Swan Iiiver. 
From the antique appearance of these well- 
authenticated relies, and tho isolated posi- 
tion of the locality in which they were 
discovered, it is evident they must have 
belonged to tho Batavia— a Dutch ship, 
wrecked on one of those lonely and desolate 
islands during the night of the 4th of Juno, 
lb2'J. . Tho Batavia was ono of the clevou 
vessels sent out from Holland in tho 
seventeenth century, by the Dutch Govern- 
ment, under Captain Francis Felsart, to 
take possession of Australia, or (as tho 
Dutch then commonly called it) tho 
“ Groat Southern Land." ft was, more- 
over, intended, at that time, to found a 
colony, or at least a largo settlement on 
these distant coasts. Tho history of the 
Batavia is a very singular and terrible one. 
After tho actual wreck (when all orncarly 
ail, appear to havo been saved), the ma- 
jority of the crew mutinied — murdered 
each other by wholesale, together with 
many or those who remained faithful to 
their duty. The Captain and some few 
of his crew, however, got away from the 
Alhrohos, and in a small skiff or open boat, 
managed to arrive in safety at the main- 
land-being, as wc supposed, the first, 
Europeans who ever set foot in New Hol- 
land, or Australia. Pelsart and those that 
wuro with him then sailed many hundred 
miles up the Australian coast to the north- 
ward, until they reached a telerably well- 
known point far away in tho tropics ; 
whence they Btood off the land for java, 
and so. finally arrived; after suffering many 
privations, at . the city of Batavia. But 
a very largo number of tho crew were left 
behind at the Alhrohos islands, and 
amongst those most unhappy and aban- 
doned men, scenes of murder and unchecked 
violence prevailed, until a Dutch ship (the 
Saardam, frigate) at length made its ap- 
pearance with Captain Polsart, to look 
after the remnant that was loft. lie 
found the mutineers had already murdered 
one hundred and twenty -Jive persons, but 
that some few still bravely resisted tho 
traitors. The ringleader (Jerome Cornells) 
and about seventy or eighty of his asso- 
ciates were promptly and sternly executed 
on the spot by Captain Pelsart, who then 
sailed for Java, on the 28tli September, 
1629. [See Thevenot’s “ Collections 
and Bonnet's “ Australian Discovery and 
Colonisation," chapter 2, page 18.] It is 
to be observed that this sword-belt buckle 
was worn, according to tho fashion of that 
day, in front, obliquely — on a leathern 
holt, settled like the ribbon of a Chivalrie 
Order ; not fastened round the waist, as 
at present. The belt of which it formed 
part probably oneo belonged to an officer, 
and may (possibly) liavn been worn by the 
pirate Cornelia himself. These interest- 
ing illustrations of a dark and dreadful 
episode in the early history of Australia 
were presented to the Sydney University 
Museum by Major W. H. Christie, for- 
merly Postmaster Goneral of this colony.

If - “ lime Hose, " in tho Indian Daily Slews, 
jells the following Story : — “ I was reading' 
tho other, day the story of tho Egyptian 
fellah who loved tho Saxon maiden, and 
swam after her either to win her or 
to die ; hut I have got a talo to equal 
that. By tho northern. shores of tho lakes 
where poets have dwelt, who, like Words- 
worth, havo burn the name of Make poets,’ 
there is a Bongallea woman, the wife of 
an engine-driver. Tho cold Cumberland 
hills foco her now instead of thoso within 
whoso shadow sho was born at liancegunge.

His wife went with him — a 
hearty, happy woman, — aud she is now 
working hard, learning fast, and is a per- 
fect lioness amongst her husband’s friends. 
Talk of limn crossing the sea for their 
examinations, but here is the first instance, 
I should fancy, of a Bougalleo woman — 
a Brahmin — going across with her Euro- 
pean husband to live and die in tin English 
home ”

Tho European Mail has been favoured 
by Mr Helm nth Schwartze, of London, 
with the following complaint from an 
eminent French manufacturer : — “ In sort- 
ing ourNew Zealand wools, wo arc obliged 
to tako out all portions covered with mark- 
ing tar, in order to havo the end of the 
staple cut off. This is an expensive ope- 
ratic ii, and as it moreover causes great 
waste, it makes the washed wool stand at 
much higher prices than would otherwise 
bo the case. The evil is still more serious 
when some of these tar-topped staples es- 
cape tho attention of our sorters, which — 
by reason of their really extraordinary 
quantity — is only too often the case. The 
tar will not dissolve in hot water ; and 
in passing through the machinery it breaks 
the delicate points of cards and combs, 
from whence it can only witli dilficulty be 
extracted. Portions of it remain in tho 
comhcd wool and in the noils — tho former 
making in consequence a bad yarn, and the 
latter being almost unsaleable at even very 
low prices. Now all this loss and incon- 
venienco might bo avoided if growers 
wonld use n soluble substance for marking 
their sheep. In Europe, red ochre is gene- 
rally employed. It serves its purpose 
perfectly, .and has none of 1 the abovti-mcn- 
tioncdannoying-drawbacks.” Ourcontcm- 
porarv commends the matter to tlig careful 
consideration of wool-growers. 



Bran for Babies. 

— o— 

Everybody knows that dolls are stuffed 
with sawdust, but that real babies should 
be packed and preserved in bran is proba- 
bly new to most people ; and yet tho prac- 
tice is not — if we may exjn-ess ourselves in 
the sorry pun which suggests itself — a bran 
new one. Oil the contrary, it lias been 
tried long enough to have enabled one lady 
to bring up a family of live children, all of 
whom were lodged in cradles filled with 
bran, in which they slept away tho uncon- 
scious sleep of infancy. Some yen 1*3 ago, 
a doctor residing in a French village not 
far from Paris — a M. Bourgeois, of Crop 
yen, Valois- - took it into his head that the 
cleanest, healthiest, and best way of man- 
aging infants was to discard nil the clothing 
peculiar to their age in. favour of brtn, in 
which material they were to be deposit- -d 
for the night or whenever they sleep. It 
was not long before he succeeded in finding 
an adventurous matron willing to try his 
method ; and now this theory has, we arc 
assu'-cd, become so fashionable that the 
doctor is unable to moot all the demands 
marie upon his time in order to instruct 
young mothers in the process, and so ho 
Ims constructed some little models a Hording 
a practical view of his plan. As wo have 
recently chatted with i\ clover French lady 
who 1ms lmd personal experience in the 
process, and is not a little enthusiastic 
about it, a few practical details may ho 
interest mg. A hair pillow is put in, and 
then tho bran is moved aside with the 
1 lands until a hollow is formed the size of 
a child’s body. The infant, divested of 
everything below the waist, and having a 
little bodice or cape above that, is then 
placed in the bran, ami its body completely 
covered with it, exactly as may be seen at 
the seaside at the present time, where chil- 
dren play at burying one another iu the 
sand. A fight coverlet or counterpane is 
finally placed above all, and baby is in bed 
for the night. Tho method is pursued 
from almost as soon as infants are born 
until they arc eight or ten months old. I 11 
answer to our inquiries as to whether they 
did not kick their logs out of the bran, 
whether it was nob uncleanly, and liable 
to become wet, and how far it was capable 
of being adapted to the varying tempera- 
tures of season, Ac., wc were assured that 
the children did not do the first, unless tho 
weather was very hot, and the coverlet 
was sufficient ; and the two great advan- 
tages connected with bran were its parti- 
cular cleanliness, and tho very equable and 
pleasant, temperature which it maintained 
around tho infant’s body. Bran speedily 
absorbs fluids brought in contact wiLh it, 
and the moist portions get covered with 
tho dry, so as not to become cold or un- 
pleasant to the child’s skin. In the mor- 
ning, when the infant is taken out, all the 
soiled bran is easily removed, and replaced 
by fresh — an entirely now supply being 
required about once a fortnight. The lia- 
bility to irritation and other affections of 
the skin, so common to infants where the 
strictest attention to cleanliness is not 
maintained, is said to l>c unknown. 

Such arc tho advantages to be derived 
from packing babies in bran, as related to 
us, and the statements of fact were corro- 
borated by others. Tim suggestion is a 
plausible 011 c, but wo.have no evidence of 
its working. It is certainly very primitive 
Aftd simple,- and such as we can fancy might 
have been conceived and practised by pre- 
historic man^antl not by fashionable ladies 
of this age, close to the great capital of 
Franco, — The Lancet,

Tho third is a bins exhibited to tho 
one side or the other, arising from ex pane 
statements, or knowledge arrived at from 
one channel out of doors. Where these 
things are done, the respect held of tho 
judgment- seat is of a very slendor kind. 
Disorganisation soon rules : the private 
nffairs and character of the judge are can- 
vassed, and the motives that guide him 
are weighed in tho balance. Not only 
this, but discontent begins to rule, and 
people begin to rebel, as by petitions, and 
loudly murmur forth their opinions. On 
tho gold-fields of Victoria, this kind of 
administration of justice produced rebel- 
lion, in which men laid down their lives, 
and others were maimed. Generally speak- 
ing, since the Ballarat riot, consideration 
has been paid to the miner's wants. No 
matter how excellent are tho laws, mining 
disputes will aviso. It is in the nature of 
things — considering tho adventurous pur- 
suit of mining for golcT; the excitement 
that naturally follows a new discovery ; 
the rapid engagements that have to be 
entered into, and which tho very emergency 
of the position forces on — that disputes 
should arise frequently. Hence the legisla- 
ture established Wardens’ Courts, and gave 
easy access to them by holders of mind’s* 
rights. It did more, and rightly too: it 
gave the miners the right to bring any 
question before the special tribunal affect- 
ing their interests — not as a privilege, but 
as a right. It even went further than 
this, giving the miners power, under cer- 
tain conditions, to form and make Jaws for 
their own governance. The legislation as 
contained in the Gold-fields Acts of Cali- 
fornia, as well as of these Australasian 
Colonies, has always been of a careful and 
special kind. I 11 New Zealand, our legis- 
lators, profiting by the experience of other 
gold-producing countries, have succeeded 
in enacting in the Gold-fields Acts a code of 
laws that have given general satisfaction. 
They have considered it desirable, how- 
ever, while giving the miners special 
Courts and laws suited to their require- 
ments, to tax them also specially to main- 
tain them. They have given officers to 
whom the miner has a right to go, in the 
person of the Wardens. It is tho duty of 
those officers to listen to and hear com- 
plaints, to carry out the intention of the 
people’s representatives ; and it was recog- 
nised tli at promptness in decision was one 
of the great wants of the gold-fields! As 
a safeguard, however, against any injustice 
arising from this suddenly-required ad-

Court* demanding as their right a settle- 
ment of their disputes, as nenr*as can ho 
given, according to the code of laws that 
have been framed for the nation’s welfare. 
They do not look for the wisdom of a 
Solomon or. tho integrity of a Socrates. 
They are content if the laws aro impar- 
tially administered and duo attention he 
given to their cases. As of obi, they 
demand ilu; latter; and though harsh judg- 
ments may be given, those who arc forced 
to the Courts are germ rally satisfied if they 
pererive shat the presiding power has given 
attention to the matter brought before it. 

| Three tilings, however, aro not lightly 
passed over, and those iu them selves tend 
j to bring the administration of the law into 
disrespect as well as disrepute. The first 
is, the exercise of arbitrary power ; the 
refusal to listen patiently and calmly to 
J the suitor's cause; the jumping at rapid 
1 conclusions ; tin; snapping-up those who 
‘ aro exercising their right to appeal for a 
; careful examination of their grievance, bn 
! it small or great. The second is, unnceesq 
1 sarv delay in hearing cases ; in procrasti- 
nation of proceeding;, nr in J lurrying them 



wore provided for, and it is creditable to 
tho.su who sit on the Bench that this power 
is seldom exercised- — far less in proportion 
to the number of cases heard in the War- 
dens' Courts than those that are adjudi- 
cated upon in the Supreme. Court. Wo 
are endeavouring to state the case fairly, 
and to show that- these Wardens’ Courts 
have been most wisely created, and, if 
properly administered, cannot fail to have 
a beneficial influence and effect. Hut we 
are quite certain that the Legislature never 
intended that the excellent machinery it 
created, as well ;us maintained at consider- 
able cost, should be brought into contempt 
by any of the three causes we have alluded 
to. It is therefore with regret. >vqjirt.y<r to 
call attention to the way justice is being 
administered in this district. The mur- 
murs an<l petitions alluded to are becoming 
either so loud or so numerous that we can- 
not ignore thorn without being accused, if 
not of cowardice, at least of dereliction of 
our duty as an exponent of public opinion, i 
We cannot, however — much as we should 
like — shut our ears to charges that should 
not he allowed to be made. We cannot 
escape the performance of an unpleasant 
duty ; but we shall not specify particular 
complaints. It is useless to deny, how- 
ever, that Air Warden Tykk is arbitrary, 
and administers affairs with a very high 
band indued ; that he is likewise not a 
model of patience on the Bench, but rather 
of irritability ; and that the delays to 
suitors attending the Court be presides 
over are vexatious and costly. In stating

Gentlemen — I must say that although diver- 
sity of opinion is the very life’s blood of free 
institutions, there is at the Bame time a certain 
unity of action which is highly essential in order 
to the proper development of the resources of a 
new country. To me, it is a matter of deepest 
regret that there does not appear to lie ibis 
ac'ion of unity amongst us. I trust it may not 
(leone l out of place iu mo to express a hope 
that we may all become uv*ru alive to the respon- 
sibility of our respective pu«iiti«ms, an i to the 
fact that we have committed to ire the power, 
if we only exercise it, of adding very largely 
to -liu sum nf human tuppineua. 

There is at our disposal a territory rcplc'c 
with all tbo olem-nUof wealth and prosperity, 
capable of supporting in cimforta lirge popula- 
tion, aud the fault is mainly at our own door if 
the country does not progress m->re rapidly tli?n 
it is doing. Gentlemen, lot each and all of us 
a riva to hi influence l less by party spirit, nud 
nioro by unligbtane l intriolism, and du[>cml 
u 'Oil it this country will very noon present a 
d Merent aspect. 

There is only one other matter which rctpitres 
apoc al allusion from mo, via., the jiropoaal to 
dissolve thjs Cnuneil, This proposal is based 
on various grounds. First, “ the present crisis 
in the affairs oF tlio province;*’ second, “tho 
number of important changes proposed at the 
prescut time j” third, “witli a view of enabling 
the various constituencies to express an opinion 
upon the alterations mft lo in the laud laws by 
the Otago Hundreds Regulation Act " and 
fourth, “the proposed re uninti with Srmthlanil.” 
As regards the limb reason which is urged, I am 
not aware that there is at present auv peculiar 
criiia in the nlTaira of the province, which calls 
for a dissolution excepting it he tho Impending 
doad lock, which is likely to result from not im- 
mediately placing land in the market for settle 
incut. This crisis, however, it seeing to ine, 
may be averted by. much more simple and effec- 
tive meins than a dissolution of tho Domicil. 

As tu the important changes said to be pro- 
posed at tho present time, l am not aware of 
them. With respect to the third reason urged, 
t { a, ’’on ling tu tho cons< itncmucs an 
opportunity of exp r ess mg”: i r> ^"‘V i’ V 11 ,l J inn 
Otago Hundreds Regulation Act. it appears tn 
me fcliat this matter Jta* been already so far dis- 
posed of, inasmuch m that, as respects the prin- 
ciple of the Bill, you hare concurred with the 
representatives of tho province in the General 
Assembly ; and I believe there is very little 
doubt that the proposed amendments will be as- 
sented to by the Assembly without any further 
manifestation of public opinion. Moreover, it 
appears tn me that the constituencies will be iu 
much better position to express an opinion as to 
this measure, after having seen its practical 
working. With this view, it is very desirable 
that the Bill should be put into operation at 
once, so as to afford the constituencies amplo 
time to judge of its merits before they are called 
upon to elect representatives tn tho Colonial 
Parliament. It should he borne in mind that it 
is not by ft dissolution of tbo Provincial Council 
that the constituencies can give practical effect 
to their views upon this question, but by a dis- 
solution of the General \ssembly, which dissolu- 
tion, by tho effluxion of time, takes place next 
year. 

As regards the fourth reason, viz., the pro- 
posed re-union with .Southland, 1 would remind 
you that this question has been ho Fore tho coun- 
try for the pa3t two years and a half ; it was one 
of the leading questions propounded by me as a 
candidate for the Suporiutendency, and one 
which met with almost universal acceptance ; 
and I have no doubt the resolution which you 
have passed nn the subject fully represents the 
mind of the country. Under all the circum- 
stances of the case, tboriffnrc, I am unable tn see 
that there is any goad ground for a dissolution 
now. nr any great practical end likely to be 
gained from it, the more especially, seeing that 
the Council has only another session licforo it 
will be dissolved by Effluxion of time. 

Gentlemen— I nnw dcchro this Council to bo 
prorogued, and it atari ds prorogued accordingly.
